or Pretences of any of his or their Workmen or others employed by them in the ſaid Manufacture, or for not 

conforming or not ſubmitting to any ſuch illegal By-Laws, Ordinances, Rules or Orders as aforeſaid, every 

Perſon fo knowingly and willingly offending in the Premiſes, being thereof lawfully convicted upon any Indi&t- 

ment to be found within Twelve Calendar Months next after any ſuch Offence committed, ſhall be adjudged guilty 

of Felony, and ſhall be tranſported for Seven Years to ſome or one of his Majeſty's Colonies or Plantations in 


America, by ſuch Ways and Means and in ſuch Manner and under ſuch Pains and Penalties as Felons in other 
Caſes are by Law to be tranſported,
